The Arcade company agrees to 
pay the city $50,000 for the franchise within 
sixty days after the passage of the ordinance. 

The recommendation of the committee that 
the prayer of the petition be granted is in 
effect a reinstatement of the ordinance with a 
favorable report, But the curious thing about 
the business is that such important action 
should be taken without debate or comment 
and apparently as easily and nonchalantly as far 
as the members of the committee are concerned 
as if they were recommending an order fora 
sidewalk. The franchise would be an im- 
mensely yaluable one. It grants the Arcade 
company the right to operate for a period of 
fifty years an elevated and underground 
railroad, with two or more tracks, not exceed- 
ing three, and such curves, switches, sidings, 
etc., along the following routes: 

The main line to commence at some point eas t 
of Fifth avenue, and between Madison and Har- 
rison streets, and to extend thence west between 
said streets, and the lines thereof extended over, 
through or under such lots, lands, streets, and 
property as the company now owns or hereafter 
may acquire across the Chicago River by means 
of a bridge or tunnel, to be constructed under the 
supervision and tothe satisfaction of the Com- 
missioner vf Public Works, to the present and 
future city limits. 

First Branch—A branch to commence at said 
main line, between Ashland avenue and Wood 
street, and thence to extend north between 
said streets, and the lines thereof ex- 
tended over such lots, lands, and prop- 
erty as the company now owns or here 
after may acquire to a point 400 feet south of or 
400 feet north of Milwaukee avenue, thence 
parallel with Milwaukee avenue to a point 400 
feet north of North avenue over such lots, lauds, 
and property as the company now owns or here- 
after may acquire by lease, purchase, condemna- 
tion, or otherwise, thence betweon North avenue 
and a line 400 feet north wf nud parallel therewith 
over such lots, lands, and property as the com- 
pany now owns or hereafter may acquire by Tease, 
purchase, condemnation, or otherwise to the 
present city limita. 

Second Branch—A branch to commence at some 
point on said last named ‘branch, between 
Chicago avenue and Augusta street, and extend 
west between said streets or the lines thereof 
extended. 

The other provisions of the ordinance are in 
the main similar to those of the Metropolitan 
and South Side Alley company, including the 
one for the deposit of the $100,000, The sec- 
ond ordinance provides as follows: 

Sec. 1, Subject to the conditions and agree- 
ments herein contained, permission and authority 
are hereby granted to the Arcade Rapid Transit 
company of Illinois, its successors and assigns, to 
construct, maintain, and operate in and under 
Monroe street from its eastern terminus to the 
South Branch of the Chicago River; thence under 
said river to West Monroe street; thence in and 
under West Monroe street to such a point on said 
West Monroe street as may be selected by said 
company for a connection with the line of road 

to be constructed by the Chicago Ar- 
cade Rapid Transit railway company, not farther 
west than Halsted street, a system of double ar- 
cades or tunuels, and therein to construct, main- 
tain, and operate electric wires and cables, pneu- 
matic tubes, pipes for all purposes, and also rail- 
way lines, with necessary and convenient tracks, 
turnouts, side-tracks, switches, and stations. 

What May Be Inferred. 


The inference is that the company proposes 
to have an underground terminus from Hal- 
sted street east to Fifth avenue for its elevated 
road, It is singular that ordinances of this 
importance should be recommended so easily, 
The only one known in connection with the 
affair is Charles W. Rigdon.

TWO SERIOUS MINE DISASTERS. 


A Cave-In in the Ankrconda— Steam Pipes 
Burst in the Penrose, — 

Burr, Mont., May 14.— [Special. — A mine 
accident took place at 5 O clock this afternoon 
at the Anaconda mine, killing nine men and 
seriously injuring three others, 

The dead: 

CLARK, WILLIAM, recovered. 

NOSTRUM. JOHN, recovered. 

SMITH, JOHN, recovered. 

UNKNOWN nine men not yet taken ont. 

The injured; 

Breen, JAMES, seriously.

Enormous quantities of ore have been taken 

out of the mine, leaving in places chambers of 
great size. The ground between the. 800 level 
and the 500 level in the east end of the 
mine, about 500 feet from the shaft, 
13 sloped out at intervals all the way up. 
altnmougn 2% was believed that the 
walls were thorvughly supported by timbers. 
There were twelve mein working in one of the 
slopes near the 500 level, when the ground 
gave way and caved in on them. Three of 
them, James Breen, Mike Callahan, and 
Robert Works, escaped alive, but more or less 
seriously injured. They were rescued from 
their perilous position and were at once taken 
to the hospital, The rest were completely 
buried in the loose dirt, rocks, and timber 
and must have been killed at once, At this 
writing three of the bodies, those of John 
Nostrum, William Clark, and John Smith, 
have been recovered. They are unmarried. 
The work of recovery is progressing without 
delay, but has to be proceeded with cautiously, 
so that the workers may run the least poasible 
risk. 

Lapp, Colo., May 14.—[Special.]—A 
terrible mine accident occtrred here this 
afternoon at the Penrose property, The 
steam pipes burst in the 300-foot level, and 
soon the dri fte were filled with escaping 
steam. Three miners—Billy Lytle, A. W. 
Cramer, and James Murray—were horribly 
burned. Cramer died tonight; Lytle cannot 
live. . 


FORGED AMERICAN EXPRESS CHECKS. 


Arrest of J. W. Shaver at St. Paul—CHicagco 
Office the Sufferer. 

Sr. Pats, Minn.. May 14.—/[ Special. |—For 
soine weeks past there have been received at 
the Chicago headquarters of the American 
Express company money orders of the com- 
pany which did not appear m the reports of 
the local agents, It finally came to light that 
a book of blank money orders had been 
stolen from the American Express office 
at Hammond, Wis. W. A. Naylor, superin- 
tendent at St. Paul of thecompany, found four 
of these orders, supposediy drawn by agents 
in Minnestta. Today he procured the arrest 
of J. W. Shaver, a canvasser for the Chicago 
Bank Cheek Perforator,’’ with headquarters 
in St. Paul, accused of haymg stolen the 
money-order book at Hammond. It is said 
that the peculations in L[ilingis are so much 
more extetisive than in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin that he will be taken to Chicago and 
prosecuted there.

WANT THE CHANGE OF DATE. 


New York Men Have Other Reasons than 
That There Is a Conflict. 

Aupany, N. T., May 14.—State World's Fair 
Commissioner Howland and District Com- 
missioners Delafield and Tappan have gone 
to Washington to recommend, on behalf of 
the New York State Board, that the date at 
Chicago for dedicating the World’s Fair build- 
ings and celebrating the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the discovery of America be 
changed by Congress from Oct. 12to Oct. 21, 
in accordance with Commissioner John Boyd 
Thacher’s suggestions, made some time ago. 
„The National Board et Chicago favors the 
change, and it was at their suggestion that the 
committee from this State went to Washing- 
ton, said Commissioner Thacher today, 
* and the change should be made for two 
reasons: First, so as not to conflict with the 
anniversary celebration in New York Oct. 12, 
so as to allow the New-Yorkers to attend the 
celebration; and secend, on account of its 
propriety.

Twenty of Them Are Now on a Strike and 
the Trouble May Spread Soon. 

Twenty carpenters struck yesterday on the 
Holland Hotel and adjoining flats being 
erected by Mrs. Waite at Lake avenue and 
Fifty-third,street. They are experts and had 
been receiving 37}¢ cents an hour through the 
winter, though the minimum rate of union 
carpenters’ wages 1s 35 cents.

AUSTRIA WANTS A GOLD STANDARD. 


Minister of Finance Says Influence Must 
Be Exerted Aguinst Free Coinage. 
VNA, May 14.—The Currency Reform 
bills that have been introduced in the 
Reichsrath propose to convert into gold at re- 
duced interest the untaxed 5 per cent paper 
rents. The bills establish a gold standard, 
the krone bemg the unit. This is divided into 
100 hellers. Two kronen will equal 
in value the present silver florin. 
Dr, Steinbach, Austrian Minister of Finance, 
in introducing the bilis into the Lower House 
vf the Reichsrath, referred to the free coinage 
question in the United States. He said it was 
the duty of the Austrian Government to exer- 
cise an influence against the free coinage of 
silver, and that in adopting a gold standard 
Austria could not stop half way.

Herr 
von Kallenborn-Strachau, Prussian Minister 
of War, is certain to retire from office, before 
the bill is presented. Though he is an able 
soldier he is not a debater, nor would he be 
able to face the parliamentary opposition the 
measure will inevitably provoke. The re- 
sources required for the military reorganiza-

Analysis of the Vitaline Care. | 
i om, the prefect of St. arg, and 
others high in- Russian society, an analysis 
made in Berlin laboratories showed that the 
remedy was composed of a simple 
combination of borax and glycerine, al- 
most without effect for good or evil. 
The disclosures in regard to. vitaline have 
checked its use in Germany. The strongest 
protests of doctors have failed to abate the 
Russian belief that it is a panacea for tuber- 
culosis, gout, and debility. Its inventor— 
Gatschowsky—deciared that he procured the 
secret of its composition from a Chinese 
savant. He boasted that the medicine had 
miraculous qualities, curing every malady 
and restoring youth. His unbounded assur- 
ance, supported by some seeming cures, gave 
vitaline a boom. Ministers, Generals, and 
the highest officers of state, could be 
seen minglmg with workingmen in Gatsch- 
owsky’s reception rooms. Gatschowsky got 
enormous fees from the rich and taok weekly 
installments from the poor. He applied his 
remedy by subcutaneous injections in some 
cases and internally in others. The list of 
cures increased, many affirming that their 
maladies had gone under the treatment until 
the incidents of the Gresser and Gen. Baranoff 
affairs came to light. When the police 
searched the quack’s house, they fonnd, be- 
sides bank-books show:ng heavy bank ac- 
counts, 5,000 roubles in cash, money which he 
had taken and hastily thrown in a box. 

Papers Indorse the Emperor. 


Some of the papers print articles in extenua- 
tion of the Emperor’s public approval of the 
soldier Luecke for shooting a civilian. They 
explain that Luecke was threatened 
with madness owing to the anonymous 
threats he had received. The Emperor, they 
say, desired to counteract the influence of 
these anonymous communications. The ex- 
ouse, however,’does not tally with the latest 
act of the Emperor towards Luecke, to whom 
he sent his photograph with his auto- 
graph and the words, “A recompense 
for that faithful observance of the. watch- 
word while on duty.“ The Cologne Ga- 
sette affirms the truth of the reported words 
ofthe Emperor encouraging the soldiers to a 
free use of their arms againat civilians. 

The Emperor and Emptess are visiting 
Stettin. Yesterday they gave a reception to 
the civil and military authorities. Today they 
inaugurated the officers’ new club, and this 
eveniug they star r Dantsic, whence they 
will proceed to P élwitz, the hunting seat 
of Count Dohna. 

Herr Stein, a lawyer noted for his anti- 
Semitic proclivities, and who is notorious also 
on account of his recent attacks upon bis for- 
mer friend, Rector Ahlwardt, has been arrest- 
ed on a charge of fraud in connection with 
certain mortgages. : 3 

Rector Ahlwardt continues his campaign 
against Ludwig, Lowe & Co. in connection 
with his charges that the firm furnished de- 
fective rifles to the army. The firm has, as 
before ‘stated, brought legal. proceedings 
against him, but he insists that he will be able 
to sustain the charge he has made. 

American Dried Apples Seized. 


The Hamburg authorities have seized 100 
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But quite apart from the desire of most 
Germans for peace there are suggestions of 
prudence in the shaky condition of Itaiy, in 
the virtual impossibility of raising loans at 
this juucture, and in the probability that the 
Reichstag will not vote fresh military supplies 
if the government applies for them. 

Lastly, the optimists trust just as much as 
ever to the dread with which all Europe still 
looks forward to the next war, which would 
involve not only France aud Russia and 
the members of the Dreibund, but 
also minor States like Denmark 
and perhaps England, The poorer States 
find ample food for thought in the financial 
problems. If ali nations go to war at once 
where will they borrow? Will England lend 
to Germany, or France to Russia? Will not 
each nation keep its treasures for itself and 
be thrown back upon its own resources? 

In the case of Germany ths fact might 
prove a blesging in disguise, An aggression 

rom the east or west would have the imme- 

diate effect of stillmg internal quarrels. It 
would check the aspirations of the “ partic- 
ularists. It would lessen the danger of 
socialism and it would restore self-reliance, 
which has done so much for German unity. 
High and competent authorities with whom 1 
have discussed the chances of this country in 
case of war speak with confidence. They 
have no doubt that the Empire could defend 
itself, not only against one but even against 
two assailants, single handed. 

Ihave been trying to find ont how far 
socialism has affected discipline in the Ger- 
man army. In thie, as in some other mat- 
ters, there seems to have been much exag- 


geration. The scourge has not spread far in 


its ranks, at least, though it may have 
affected certain officers. As a rule, working- 
men who join the army are obedient and 


patient. They may have been social Demo- 
crates in their civilian days, but they speak |

MARSHALL FIELD'S NEW. BUILDING. 


Work Will Regin as Soon as the Six Old 
Buildings Can Be Removed.

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D. H. Burnham, who has drawn the plans | 


for the new Marshall Field Building, has had 
made an immense water-color sketch of the 
structure. The picture is so large that it takes 
two men to handle it, but its attractiveness is 
not exceeded by its size, 

The great building which will replace the 
six structures on Washington street, between 
Holden place and Wabash avenue, will be nine 
stories high. It will cover a ground space 
150x108 feet, and will be of thoroughly fire- 
proof construction. The new iiding will 
be commenced as soon as the six old build- 
ings. can be leveled to the ground. They 

provide for a handsome: steel-frame structure, 
— with pressed brick and terra cotta. 
Fluted and 13 granite bibeks will be 
used for the three stories. 

All the most modern methods of construc- 
tion ee strength and beauty will be 
used. The type of architecture adopted is 
what is known as the Spanish renaissance. 
There will be handsome entrances from three 
fronts. 

In the interior will be at least a dozen ele- 
vators, some of which will be used exclusively 
for the upper 2 29 In fact, the struct- 
ure as now planued be practically two 
buildings. The first four * 2 will be used 
for mercantile purposes and will be connected 
by a marble-lined tunnel under Holden place

MR. FORD TURNS A SOMERSET. 


Unexpected Advocacy of Commission Pay- 
ments by the Pennsytvania. 

When the late boycott against the Chicago 
and Alton was inaugurated the Pennsylvania 
was the most aggressive in its efforts to bring 
the Aiton to tinfe. The Alton’s offense, as is 
generally known, was its refusal to pledge it- 
self not to pay commissions for the sale of 
tickets in the territory of the Eastern roads. 
The Pennsylvania did not let an opportunity 
pass to show its hostility to the ticket com- 
mission system. The failure to bring the 
Alton to terms appears to have wrought a 
change of mind among the Pennsylvania 
officials as regards commission payments. At 
the meeting of Chicago and Ohio River roads 
held at Cincinnati a few days ago great sur- 

rise was occasioned when General 

assenger Agent Ford of Penn- 
sylvania submitted a rule providing for 
‘the payment of $1 commission on every 
ticket sold between ‘Chicago and Cincinuati 
and Louisville, and $1.50 on round-trip tickets 
between those points. Mr. Ford advocated its 
adoption with an earnestness and vehemence 
tt at would have done credit to Mr. Chariton 
of the Alton.

Chicago and St, Loui Electric Road, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 14.—The Chicago and 
St. Louis Electric railway (air line) is pro- 
gressing, and grading will begin near Edin- 
burg next month, and proceed towards St. 

The principal objection 
raised to the road is the great danger of colli- 
sions at railway crossings and deaths at high- 
way crossings on account of the tremendous 
speed.

The driving wheels will be six 
feet and a halt in diameter. The speed will 
be regulated not by switches and resistance 
coils, the means used on electric railways at

DUG BY THE ANCIENT NORSEMEN. 


Description of a Curious Lake on the Coast 
F of Maine. 

A friend of the Listener who has been 
down on the coast of Maine is much excited 
over the discovery there of a lake which is ev- 
idently of artificial construction, and the 
building of which he can refer to no other 
architects than the Norsemen, who. must have 
constructed it nearly five centuries before the 
“landing” of Columbus. The Listener’s” 
friend does not, indeed, claim to have discov- 
ered the lake. It already bears the name of 
Norse Pond, and has attracted the attention 
of the officers of the United States Coast 
Survey; but the description of it which 
these officers embodied in their recent annual 
report isthe only printed account of it which 
has ever been published, and that is by no 
means exhaustive. It is comparatively an un- 
known wonder. This is the way the 
** Listener’s’’ friend tells the story of the 

nd: 
ae It is located in the quaint and charmingly 
picturesque town of Cutler, on the far coast 
of Maine, between Machias and Eastport, 
and may well invite the investigation of those 
amo us who are interested in our an- 
tiquities, The Village of Cutler has 
been built around a beautiful and 
dee inlet known to sailors 
as Little River harbor. The Township of Cut- 
ler 1s not confined to the immediate vicimty 
of Little River harbor, but reaches for several 
miles along the coast in either direction and 
extends far into the interior. Four miles to 
the northeast of the Village of Cutler, near 
the coast, is atranquil sheet of the purest 
fresh water, consisting of about eighty acres, 
which at certain seasons of the year affords 
excellent shelter and feeding ground for large 
numbers of water fowl—a veritable sports- 
man’s paradise. 

„This is Norse Pond; between it and the 
ocean rises a large hill or elevation, while be- 
hind is a second stretch of high land. The in- 


| terveni space forms the Ded of the pond. 


Human ds ut some early period converted 
this inter-vale into an artificial body of fresh 
water by damming up a brook,, which flowed 
through it. A massive wall of over 1,000 feet 
in length and of varying thickness has been 
constructed across thé northeast er- 
tremity of this space. The material 
consists of large and small bowlders brought 
from the neighborhood from quite a distance 
around. The scarcity of smali bowiders and 
stones in the neighborhood of the pond con- 
firms this theory of artificial construction. 
Considerable mechanical skill and persever- 
ance are displayed in this piece of masonry. 
The query suggests itself, Who built this wall 
and has created Nurse Pond? None of the 
early settlers of this portion of Maine did it, 
because Cutler was settled by the grand - 
fathers of* many now living, and no living 
person has any authentic tradition as to the 
real authors of the mysterious structure. 

“ The locality of Norse Pond bears noother 
evidence of early settlers, French, English, or 
Indians. There are no arguments in favor of 
a belief that the aborigines designed and con-

TO FIGHT THE CHICAGO GAS TRUST. 


Mutual Fuel Gas Company Hopes te Ex- 
tend Ite Maina Northward. 

There is a strong prospect that within a few: 
months the Chicago gas trust will encounter 
a powerful competitor on the South Side and 
that the public will reap the benefit of the 
clash in much cheaper rates for gas.. The 
Mutual Fuel Gas company of Hyde Park, 
which has defied many efforts made by the 
trust to absorb it, propeses to make a vigor- 
ous effort to extend its mains north of Thirty- 
ninth street. It has made the attempt many 
times before, only to run against an unsur- 
mountable rock of opposition in the City 
Council. ‘The stockholders of the Mutual 
company claim that the temper of the Alder- 
men toward them has changed materially 
since the recent boodle investigation by the 

rand jury. They are sanguine that their or- 
inance will pass next time. 

The Mutual company is one of the strong 
organizations of the city. It was organized in 
1889 by a comparatively small number of men, 
who included some of the best-known capital- 
ists. L. Z. Leiter, Marshall Field, O. S. A. 
Sprague, Elbridge Keith, John J. Mitchell, 
and H. N. Higinbotham were the largest sub- 
seribers to the stock. The capital was fixed at 
$400,000, and, to prevent the company from 
being gobbled up by any other gas company 
arbitrary control of its affairs was trans er 
to a board of five trustees, who were to be 
elected for five years, A patent process for 
producing gas was adopted and without 
much difficulty a liberal franchise was 
cured from the village of Hyde Park. Poel 
gas was supplied at 50 cents a thousand. The 
company made money from the start. g 

After belittling the company for a while the 

trust lowe its prices from $2to $1.25. 
‘he reduction failed to damage the Mutual 
company, which continued to pay handsome 
dividends. The gas trust then tried to buy 
its rival out, offering on several occasions as 
high as 140 for tne stock—20 points above the 
current market price. The Mutual company 
refused to‘sell out and continued to thrive. 
Finally its mains reached Thirty- 
ninth street. and the company ap- 
plied to the Council for a franchise 
to cross the line, offering to pay the city 8100, 
000 for the privilege and tv contract to supply 
fuel and illummating gas for the South Side 
for 50 cents. While the application was 
pending the Mutual company, it is said, was 
visited by two or three persons who plainly 
said that it would cost $40,000 to get the ordi- 
nance throngh the City Council. 

„We told them that we were not in that 
kind of business, said a leading stockholder 
yesterday, and declined to pay the bribe. 
Consequentiy the ordinance failed, Now, 
however, we have every reason to think the 
Council will grant us the franchises we shall 
ask for. We will make a liberal proposition 
to the city and prove our ability to carry it 
out.“ 

The company will ask the privilege of laying 
its mains as far north as the river. In the ex- 
pectation that it will succeed it has contracted 
to build 2,000,000 cubic foot tanks at Thirty- 
ninth street. Some slight mechanical 
will be necessary in order to supply gas for 
lighting purposes, but these, it is can 
be made at a merely nominal expenditure, 
The ah | is supplying now about 800,000 
cubie feet of gas daily, and its applications 
fur gas are in excess of its present facilities. 

“We shall be able, however, to supply che 
entire South Side when the improvements 
are completed,’ said an official. ** That will be 
within a year after the ordimance is granted. 
Fifty cents a thousand will be the price of our 
gas, and we will supply anybody and every- 
body at that figure, either for lighting or heat-

A meeting of the dirt rs has been called 
for next week to vote onde proposition to in- 
crease the capital stock $2,000,000. There 
is said to be no doubt that increase will 
be authorized. 

“It will be issued only as we require the 
money, said an officer, “‘and the stock will 
be taken by the present stockholders at par. 
One of them is ready to take $500,000 of it and 
pay the cash.

N our politics there is 
no more striking figure 
today than James G.

There is no one in

Ihave had unusual 
opportunities for 
studying Mr. Blaine, 
having seen him under 
various trying condi- 
tions- of his political career during the last 
fifteen years. I was with him during the 
campaign of 1884, and traveled in a special car 
with him for three months at that time. I 
saw him at various places in Europe during 
his long absence from this country. prior to 
the campaign of 1888, which resulted in the 
elecnonu of Mr. Harrison. This recital of some 
of the incidents in Mr. Blaine’s career may 
throw some light upon Mr. Blaine's present 
attitude and may explain to everybody’s satis- 
faction why it is he resolved never to be a can- 

didate for the Presidency. 
Keen Foresicht. 

As a politician Mr. Blaine has a remarkably 
cleaf vision. When free from the influence of 
personal interests his political judgment is 
almost unerring. In the seclusion of his 
library I would rather have his judgment on a 
future political situation than that of any 
political prophet. This clearness of vision 
ana absence of prejudice are shown in the po- 
litical history written by him. This ability to 
dismiss from his mind all personal prejudice 
and-pass judgment upon men and events dis- 
passionately and calmly is a strong trait in 
his character. 

In the spring of 1884, long before the two 
conventions had met, I called at Mr. Blaing’s 
house for the purpose of talking to him about 
the possible outcome of the Republican con- 
vention to be held at Chicago. Mr. Blaine 
was then the leading candidate. Gen. Grant 
was in Washington. It was just before the 
Grant & Ward failure, and a number of en- 
tbusiastic friends of Gen. Grant thought that 
he might receive the nomination. Mr. Blaine 
at that time showed singular indifference, 
Delegation after delegation came to see him at 
his house, but without eliciting any response, 
No one who went to see him at that. time re- 
ceived the impression that he desired the nom- 
ination. During the special call which I made 
for the purpose of finding out if possible his 
personal views Mr. Blaine said. I am afraid 
Lam going to be nominated.” This was such 
n peculiar expression that I asked Mr. Blaine 
what he meant by it. He replied that the 
drift was clearly going his way, and that unless 
he took active steps to counteract it by an ab- 
solute refusal to permit his name to be used 
he would receive the nomination. 

He foresaw the whole situation with remark: 
Able clearness. He estimated very justly the 
strength of the other candidates. The reason 


why he feared the nomination was his pro-

r belief that the Repubhean party could 
not win in the coming campaign. His res- 
sons for that were given with great exact ness. 
There was great distress throughout the coun- 
try. Times were hard and all the dissatisfac-

Nearly everything 
that he predicted at that time, even to the 
character of the contests in the various States, 


proved to be true. 

‘ Very Sensitive. 

Mr. Blaine’s feelings even then made him 
shrink from the possible dangers of the situa- 
tion. For many years he had a profound am, 
bition to be the President of the United States. 
Yet in every contest he had encountered great 
trials. and even dangers. In 1876 the extraor- 
dinary attack made upon him in the House of 
Representatives came near causing bis death. 
The sunstroke during the Cincinnati conven- 
tion was indirectly one of the results of the 
enormous strain he had undergone prior to 
that time. His enemies then said that the ill- 
ness was a sham co create sympathy. 

When Garfield was shot Mr. Blaine stood at 
his side. That gave him ashock from which 
he has never recovered. He is a very sensi- 
tive man. He is extremely emotional 
has a dread of physical pain or sickness far 
beyond that of the ordinary wan. For his

Blaine has been often represented as a 
cold, ambitious woman. The reverse of this 
is nearer the truth.

Certainly under 
the torturing blows that she has been called 
upon to endure during the last fifteen years 
any personal ambition, if it had existed, 

Ww have been completely swept away. 

Vihy Be Declined to Kun Again. 
Mr. Blaine’s personal pride was deeply hurt 
by the result of the campaign of 1884. He 
was deeply wounded by the attitude of some 
of the Republicari leaders. He believed that 
if there had been perfect harmony in the 
State of New York he could haye been 
elected. He felt that if the votes had been 
honestly counted he would have been elected. 
Che result of that election made him resolve 
that he would never go through another cam- 
ign except under conditions, which, from 
the nature of things, would be impossible, 
Wnut he dreaded more than anything else 
was that he should be regarded as posing be- 
fore the American public as a perpetual can- 
didate. He knew that if he had remained in 
this. country during the year preceding the 
cam paign of 1888 his position would be mis- 
represented, and so he went to Europe in the 
early summer of 18897 for the sole purpose of 
avoiding every possible political complica- 
tion. 
Only on one condition would Mr. Blaine 
have consented to again become a candidate. 
This was divulged in a conversation I had 
with him in Paris just after he had written 
the letter of November, 1887, to B. F. Jones 
announcing that he would not be a candidate 
under any circumstances. Mr. Blaine said 
then, in the evurse of a private conversation, 
that he had been elected to the proud position 
of the chief of the Republican party by his 
nomination at Chicago in 1884. That was a posi- 
tion which, after having led his party to de- 
sfeat, he could teel justitied in retaining only 
by the unanjmous consent of every other pos 
sible candidate. He said that he would have 
consented to run again if no one of promi- 
nence in the party had op his renomina- 
tion. But when he saw t candidate after 
candidate was announced for the next Uhi- 
o convention he resolved to write the letter 
to Mr. Jones. This letter was written with- 
out any second thought. It was an irrevoca- 
ble determination based upon a feeling of in- 
tense persoval pride, Only those who know 
Mr. Blaiue wellean appreciate how intense is 
this personal feelmg.

Mrs. Blaine ask 
him what became of their rights to privacy 
and personal freedom from unfriendly obser- 
vation. To this the intruder made no reply, 
but kept 1 his offensive scrutiny of every 
member of the party until the journey’s end 
was reached. 

Soon afier writing the Paris letter Mr. Blaine 
determined to escape from all persecution and 
to enjoy if possible a visit to some of the more 
interesting p:rts of Europe without having ms 
footsteps dogged. He took great care to dis- 
close to no one his intention to leave and de- 
parted for Vienna. He went from Vienna on 
to Buda-Pesth and remained there for some 
time, completely eluding his pursuers. No 
representative of any American newspaper 
crossed his path for several weeks. Public at- 
tention was diverted to other channels in 
America. The contentions of candidates oc- 
ecupied the public mind. Mr. Blaine's with- 
drawal was accepted as having been made in 
good faith. 

So great, however, was the disappointment 
over his withdrawal and so difficult did it be- 
come to concentrate partisan enthusiasm upon 
any one ofthe numerous Republican candi- 
dates that the thoughts of the leaders began to 
turn again to Mr. Blaine. 

Seeking Mr. Blaine. 

I was in London at this time and was sur- 

rised one morning by the receipt of a cable 
inquiry concerning the whereabouts of Mr. 
Blaine. I Supposed that it would be a very 
simple matter to find out. When I came to 
make inquiries, however, I discovered that I 
could get no positive information even through 
the legations. It was reported that he had 
rone on to Constantinople after leaving Buda- 
Pesth. Others said he was at Munich. In 
Paris his bankers reported that he was travel- 
ing in Italy, but was constantly changing his 
address, lying on the American Consuls, 1 
traced the various reports down until I was 
positive that was in Italy. This I 
reported back to New Tork. I was 
then directed from New York to go 
aud see Mr. Blaine and find out whether he 
was in earnest in writing the letter of declina- 
tion, and whether he would persistently refuse 
to permit his name to be used before the Chi- 
cago convention.

Found at Figrence. 

I started for Italy one snowy morning in 
February to find Mr. Blaine and to lay before 
him the information I had received bef re 
asking him whether he would still persi-t in 
his determination The journey was a severe 
one. Sunny Italy was snowed under. I 
found soon after arriving in Italy that Mr. 
Blaine was in Florence. I was surprised to 
learn soon after my arrival in Florence that 
the American colony there was very much agi- 
tated over the mysterious reserve which sur- 
rounded Mr. Blaine. He was rarely seen, and 
not a single member of the American colony 
had been received by him. Even the Ameri- 
can Consul, the late Mr. Diller, who desired 
to pay him all the attention that his promi- 


nence merited, told me that he had been | 


unable to see him. refusal to see any one 
was the basis of a number ot absurd reports 
concerning his condition which reached the 
American press in every form of exaggera- 
tion, 

When I called at Mr. Blaine’s hotel, the 
Washington, which overiooks the Arno, I was 
met by the porter, who refused to take up my 
card. I asked him if he had any orders upon 
the subject. and he said No.“ He added then 
with an Italian stolidity and impertinence un- 
usual in men of his place that he was weary of 
o rrymg up cards to Mr. Blaine only to have 
them refused. His scruples, however, were 
very quickly overcome and he carried it up. 
I was the first visitor that Mr. Blaine had re. 
ceived since his arrival. He knew that I was 
fresh from London, and doubtless surmised 
that I had the latest American news. 

When I entered the room I found out in a 
moment why he had been so shut up. He was 
very much changed in appearance. He had 
been ill for several weeks and his beard and 
hair during that period had remained un- 
trimmed. They were very long and gave him 
a venerable appearance. At the time of my 
call he had nearly recovered. He had been 
ill and had been in bed for nearly three weeks

An amusing incident occurred during Mr. 
Blaine’s first visit to London in the jubilee 
year. Hecame into my office in Trafalgar 
Square one day to look over the American 
newspapers.

i¢e-box, when who should walk in but a prom- 
inent Democratic politician and editor who 
had been a life-long enemy of Mr. Blaine. 
aud who fancied that he had been the one 
potential factor in procuring Mr. Blaine’s de- 
feat in the preceding year. It was comical to 
witness the editor’s confusion when he saw 
Mr. Blaine at such close quarters. Mr. Blaine 
was serene, however, and showed in his man- 
ner no trace of his knowledge of an enemy’s 
presence, so that the editor in a few moments 
became quite cheerful and even exuberant. 

Mr. Blaine has a great fascinatioh of man- 
ner in private coversation when: he cares tu 
exercise it. In Lis happiest vein he fell into a 
talk upon the o mpaign, and politely ban- 
tered his visitor upon his part in it. His for- 
mer opponent, however, professed to have a 
great personal admiration for Mr. Blaine. It 
was his sense of duty as a party leader, be as- 
serted, which haa made him use all pos-ible 
means to defeat him. After expressing in 
flowing phrases his personal admiration tor 
the bruliant qualities of Mr. Blaine, and his 
opinion that be stood head and shoulders 
above 7 one else in his party in ability, the 
editor added that the day of personal cam- 
paigning was over in America, * You need 
fear nothing from me in the future,” suid he.

then I was to turn my attention with 
lightning like rapidisy to photographing 
the expressions and emotions of Mrs. Blaine. 

I have an idea that the journalistic chieftain 
who was then issuing orders by various wires 
and cables to me in Scotland labored under 
the impression that Mr. Blaine, or some other 
member ofhis fumily, would be thrown into 
hysterics or do something that would create a 
dramatic situation. Perhaps he expected from 
Mr. Blaine something akia to Cardinal Wol- 
sey’s farewell to ambifaon, but in real life the 
actual rarely equals the imaginary, and what 
happened was from the standpoint of sensa- 
tional journalism disgustingly tame. 

How Ble«ine Received the News. 

I arrived at Linlithgow several hours ahead 
of the coaching party, as I came by train. I 
found every available bedroom in the two 
little hotels of the town taken by the coach- 
mg party. It was with difficulty I pierced 
through this wall of local reserve enough 
to find todgings for the night. Under 
the laws of Great Britain the telegraph 
offices close at the hours that the postoffice 
closes. This is generally at 6 o'clock. Ik, 
however, you wantto have the office open 
iater this Concession can be obtained by pay- 
ing half a ¢rown (60 cents) an hour to the 
Postmaster. I took occasion to make ar- 
rangements of this kind, and if i had not Mr. 
Blaine would not have received the news of 
the Chicago convention before the following 
Tuesday toorning. But this would not have 
made any difference to him, ashe knew the 
result in Edinburg, or, to put it in plain 
words, he gave the word there which could 
produce but one result, and that was to secure 
the nomination of the candidate selected by 
him as the most desirable.

THE APOLLO CLUB TO PRODUCE 
BACH’S PASSION MUSIC. 


Fitting Close of a Brilliant Season—Bistory 
and Development of This Pecaliar Form 

_ of. Composition—Changes Wrought by 
the World's Great Com posers— Music for 
Sixty Days—Singers Who Will Take 
Part in the Auditorium Coucerts—Chil- 
dren to Perform Again—Musical Notes, 

The closing feature of a musical season the 
most important Chicago has known will be 
the performance next Thursday evening of 
Bach’s masterpiece, “The Passion Music Ac- 
cording to the Gospel of Saint Matthew.“ In 
producing this work for the first time in the 
city the Apollo club is not only introducing 
to the local public a composition which for 
more than half 4 century has stood acknow!l- 
edged by musicians and students as one of the 
grandest products of man's musical genius, 
but it ie also rendering to musical art in 
Chicago a service of a significance and magni- 
tude worthy to sigualise the successful com- 
pletion of the organization’s twenty years of 
conscient‘ons and lofty endeavor in the ad- 
vancement of choral music. 

In the Pusic centers of thé Old World the 
“Passion Musio has. come to occupy as dis- 
tinct and favored a place in public estimation 
as has that immortal creation of oratorio’s 
master, The Messiah,” and it is as regularly 
sung Good Friday as is Handel’s joyous work 
at Christmastide. Certainly in no better way 
can the Apollo club’s important anniversary 
festival be rendered memorable than by pro- 
ducing this great work, and thus beginning, it 
is sincerely hopes, a series of annual perform- 
ances of it. 3 

To trace the history of passion music back 
tothe earliest religious form or service in 
which it had its origin would be to tell of how 
some gentle-voiced disciple gave to a band of 
faithful followers the first sad recital of the 
tragedy which closed the life of him whom 
they had known and worshiped. Such a re- 
cital in words, to which a personal 
grief lent inspiration, was doubt- 
less the first of those oral accounts 
which later, when the awful event had been 
softened by tradition, took the form of repre-

passion-plays of the early and the middle 
ages. The representations were chiefly dra- 
matic, music being in all probability merely an 
accessory, and in no wise inseparable from 
the action. The earliest of these plays now 
known is one ascribed to Saint Gregory Naz- 
ianzen (330-890), who w ishop of Antioch, 
and who. arranged the Passion in dramatic 
form, with én dialogue, chanted recita- 

ion, and choruses written in the style of those 
of the Greek t ies, The aneient custom 
in the Roman Catholic Church of having the 
Passion recited 1 Week is probably 
the original source of passione music. As 
early as the beginning of the thirteenth cent- 
ury there are reasons for believing 
the custom obtained still earlier

The matter can best be illustrated and under- 
stood by reference to an artificial globe, but is 
not difficult to comprehend by supposing that the 
moon travels nearly in the course of the sun, 
though not in the same time. Her path is in- 
clined a little more than five degrees from tbe 
plane of te ecliptic, but that fact only causes a 
variation of plus or minus about one-tifth of the 
effect due to the angle which the ecliptic forms 
with the eguatur. Ignoring the correction due to 
this the case may be stated as follows: The 
moon’s age is the number of days that have 
elapsed since the last preceding new moon, which 


each day of the moon’s age. The result will be 
the time of year when the sun rises and sets ap- 
proximately as the moon does onthe day in 
qvestion. Thus for Sunday, May 15, of this year 
the moon's age is nineteen days. the last new 
moon having occurred April 26. Nineteen divided 
by two and a half gives seven and a half months 
to be counted forward from the middle of May, 
landing us at the close of December. Hence the 
rising and setting of the moon today will be near- 
ly at the same points of the compass as those at 
which the snn rises and sets New Year's day, 
This is sumple enough. The deviations from the 
result given by this easy computation are due to 
the ellipticities of the orbits of earth and moon, 
by which equal angular distances in either orbit 
are described in unequal times, and to the non- 
coincidence of the lunar orbit with the plane of 
the ecliptic. Thus the sun is now not far from 
the moon’s north node, so that the moon is today 
four degrees south from the ecliptic, and for that 
reason will rise and set a little south of the points 
on the co at which the sun rises and sets at 
the close of the year.

On the evid-nce of four per- 
sons who had never consulted a work on natural 
history aud who swore that * were water-fowl 
he was fined $30 and costs. Believing that he had 
been robbed without authority of law the writer 
wrote the Hou. Crooker of Mendota, who 
drafted and secured the passage of our present 
law, as to his understanding of che law. Mr. 
Crooker replied that the migration of snipe was 
so irregular and uncertain it was thought best not 
to give them any protecuen, for which reason 
they were purposely omitted from tbe law. He 
said further that the Justice in admitting such

THE NEW WOBLD’S FAIR BILL. 

The Exposition Directors, working with the 
National Commission and those having in 
charge the government exhibit, have prepared 
a revised and amended bill which they will 
ask the House committee to repurt. 

The first section provides for an appropri- 
ation of five million dollars and that there 
shall be paid back to the government at the 


close of the Exposition 

Such proportion of said amount so as aforesaid 
received into the treasury of said Exposition as 
the amount appropriated by this abt shall bear 
to the aggregate of the amount appropriated by 
Sec. I of this act, and the amount which has been 
snosecribed and paid by thes and by 
the City of Chicago, and the amount which shall 
h 2 contributed and paid by the stock - 
h and by the City of C nee for the prepara- 
tion completion, and conduct of said Exposition. 
And such payment to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall be made at such times and in such in- 

stallments as are made to the shareholders and 
the City of Chicago. 

This $5,000,00 to be received by the Exposi- 
tion in the form of— 

Ten million of silver coins, of the weight and 
finendss of the silver half-dollar, which shall 
be a  legal-tender. Such coins shall be 
stamped Baer ed engraved with such inscription 
as will make them suitable souvenirs of the 
celebration of the 400th anniversary of the die- 
covery of America by Christopher Columbus, 
authorized by act of Congress approved April 2, 
1890. And the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized and directed te purchase such an 
amount of silver bullion, the product of American 
mines, m addition to the amount he is now 
authorized by law to purchase, as may be neces- 
sary to enable him to comply with the terms of 
this act. 

As has been already stated in this paper, the 
cost. of the silver required to make these sou- 
4 venir halves will be about $3,350,000, and that 
of the work of coining about $150,000, making 
a total outlay of about three and a half mill- 
iong, while the ten million half-dollars re- 


ceived by the directors will be worth to them 


| five millions. None of the halves will be de- 


livered to them till they have shown that the 
ten millions provided for by the act of 1890 
has been collected and disbursed. 

The bill also appropriates $1,050,000 for the 
National Commission to pay salaries, expense 
of meetings, cost of making medals, salaries 
of guuges and examiners, expenses 


f. the 
Board of Lady Managers, ete, Half a million 


is appropriated for the government exhibit. 
These figures are the same as those in the 
original bill. 

It will be seen that the measure as now pre- 
pared is an appropriation in form, and a loan 
in fact. The estimates made by the most con- 
servative directors are that at the close of the 
Exposition there will be a refund of 70 per 
cent. In that case the government, having 
appropriated nominally five million dollars, 
would get back three and a half millions, or 
just precisely what it actually put in. It 
would be just as well off as if it were to make 
a positive loan of three and a half millions. 

The only question is what view will the 
House take of it? The members of that 
body have been very careful not to commit 
themselves, It has been found impossible as 
yet to get the leading Democrats to say whether 
they will do anything, or, if so, what. There 
is simply a vague feeling that there 
is a disinclination on the part of prom- 
inent Democrats to pass a bill, especially if it 
takes the form of an ‘ap ropriation, which 
makes the government a partner in the Expo- 
sition. They say that there are no precedents 
for that, while there are precedents for loans 
in aid. They say that they have constitutional 
scruples. Ifsuch is the case and there are 
enough members who sincerely object even to 
a pro forma appropriation, then it will be 
easy enough so to modify the phraseology of 
the bill asto authorize the government to 
loan three and a half millions in the form of 
ten million souvenir half dollars, the loan of 
the three and a half millions to be repaid out 
of the gate receipts. Those ten million coins 
would be worth to the directors half a dollar 
apiece, and they would not have the least dif- 
ficulty in disposing of that number or a larger 
one. 

The bill therefore is one which is susceptible 
of easy modification in case the temper of the 
committee or of the House should be unfriend- 
ly to it in its present shape, The special Com- 
mittee of the Directors is on the ground now 
and will stay there till the matter is settled, If 
the members are satisfied that a bill cannot be 
passed which seems to make an appropriation 
though it really makes a loan, they wili un- 
questionably modify it and put it in such a 
shape that it will pass and they can get the 
money which will enable them to complete 
the Exposition on the grand scale on which it 
has been planned. 


REVOLUTION IN ELECTRICITY. 

An article in another column tells of the 
wonderful electrical phenomena that have 
been produced by Nikola Tesla, and sketches 
the means employed to bring out these as- 
tounding effects. The most curious feature 
apparent in his method is the wide separation 
of the terminals in his circuits to a distance 
of several feet, and in his results the obtaining 
of light without the hitherte indispensable 
loss of an enormous quantity of heat. The 
firat is strictly in the line of, scientific discov- 
ery, the segond a distinctly valuable economic 
gain which promises to give an enormous sav- 
ing of power when the processes shall have 
been perfected, as there can be no doubt they 
will be, because what Tesla has done already 
is sufficient to set at work the brightest minds 
upon the solution of the problem. 

Tesla obtains a highly intensified current by 
an improvement on the Ruhmkorff induction 
coil, by which he is able to obtain a dis- 
charge thirty inches in length that fitly may 
be denominated a flash of lightning. He has 
extended the discovery made by William 
Crookes, that the electrodes can be efficiently 
effected a vastly more rapid alternation of 
current than hitherto reached: The latter is

Nothing it has done 
during the last two years, however, nothing 
it has laid out to do during the next two 
years, can compare either in female fortitude 
or in advantage to woman asa wife, struggling 
to frustrate the schemes of the tryant man, 
with the task which Mrs. Frank Leslie has 
set herself about to compass. If she succeeds, 
it will be the most notable victory for her sex 
woman has accomplished yet; if she fails, the 
cause of woman in this Airection wil! languish 
for some time yet, or until some more puis 
sant champion of woman's rights shall come 
to the front.

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1 of the hour ag bearing on the devélop- 
ment of — 2 the future. It was 
addressed by Franklin H. Head of this city in 
answer to the oft-heard claim that the learned 
professions are crowded, the avenues of profit- 
able business filled up, the work of the world 
drifting into the hands of great corporations, 
progress in the mechanical arts nearly reached 
its limit, aud that the world has scant need of 
work by the educated young man. 

The speaker pointed out several directions 
in which there is yet a broad field for work to 
be done. A great want of the age is a storage 
battery for electricity, one that will store it 
up and give it out when wanted as the water 
in a stream is dammed and drawn on by the 
miller. The crude storage batteries now in 
use simply utilize the chemical portion of the 
electric force, and return but a migute per- 
gentage of the power they receive. If all the 
force could be utilized, a cordon of wind- 
mills ten miles wide around the City of New 
York would be sufficient to illuminate the 
whole area by night nearly as brightly as the 
zun lights it by day. And perhaps anything 
in the line of the storage battery may be 


when man has learned how to avail himeelf of 
the immeasurable stored-up energy of un- 
counted suns and stars. 

The recent researches of scientific men seem 
te have confirmed the wave theory so far as 
sound, light, and heat are concerned, but have 
seemingly disproved it as regards electricity. 
We may look upon the ether which every- 
where pervades the universe as a vast.store- 
house of energy, not merely from the radia- 
tions of our own sun but from the millions of 
stars that are scattered through the regions of 
space. Can this energy be utilized and made 
to do the work of the world? Our sun is the 
principal source of electricity and other power 
upon the earth, yet every other sun gives to us 
of its energy, and each of them may have for 
us its specific work, as the spectroscope shows 
that the composition of these suns is not iden- 
tical, 
some far away sun has been effective in decid- 
ing the very form and features of humanity, 
while others have given to the violet its purple 
hue or to the rose its fragrance. 

Another of the great needs of the world is a 
cheap process for the production of aluminum, 
It is the most abundant element in the com- 
position of the earth, save silicon, while iron 
is comparatively rare. Oxygen, which 1s the 
Jay Gould of ail the acids, holds both in its 
tenacious grasp, and the fact is simply that 
man has hitherto been more successful in ef- 
fecting its temporary separation from iron 
than from the other metal, 15 per cent of 
which enters into the composition of ordinary 
clay. Sometime it will be produced as cheaply 
as the iron, and will then take its place for 
nearly all the purposes for which steel is now 
used. It will supplant tin and copper, and, by 
it the greatest of revolutions will be wrought 
in the arehitecture of the world. Our ships 
and railroad cars, and even the houses, will be 
built of this royal metal, and Chicago will 
then rival in splendor the apocalyptic city seen 
by John in his vision. 

Another great need is a method for the 
cheap production of ammonia, which is com- 
posed chiefly of nitragen; that being the ele- 
ment of special valué in most fertilizers. The 
soils of the civilized world are rapidly becom- 
ing impoverished, and a few generations 
heace the question of the age may be how to 
feed the peopie. Cheap ammonia would re- 
store to the impoverished soils their pristine 
fertility, and with this the wheat production 
of the United States could be raised to fifty 
bushels per acre, or fully four times the pres 
ent average yield. Nitrogen forms three- 
fourths of our atmosphere, but is collected 
only in minute proportions by vegetable or- 
ganisms. Still further. When coal ia burned 
in ordinary air, which always contains a cer- 
tain quantity of moisture, the result of the 
combustion is a compound, and the combining 
of that compound into two others is today one 
‘of the greatest probléms of civilization. The 
carbon in the coal, and the oxygen, nitrogen, 
and hydrogen in the moist atmosphere, con- 
tain in nearly equal quantities the elements 
for the manufacture of a perfect illuminating 
ard fuel gas, andammonia. If the products of 
combustion of all the coal burned in the City 
of New York today cuuld be recombined into 
those two substances it would light the city, 
heat all the houses and steam boilers, and in 
addition to this produce enough ammonia to 
fertilize all the farming lands of the State, 
and this at not to exceed one-tenth the present 
cost of obtaining ammonia and fuel gas. This 
is a problem which is now being studied by 
many experta. When solved it will free our 
cities from smoke and enable the State of 
Illinois to feed the whole of Europe and 
America, 

These are threo among the many great 


lects of this. and future generations. They 
present work enough to engage the attention 
of hundreds of highly edueated minds. The 
s lumon of thete problems will add to the 
comfort and happiness of every member of 
the human family, lighten the burdens to be 
borne in every department of labor, and form 
an important step towards the long looked 
for coming of thegolden age. And the speaker 
called attention to the fact that the man who 
will solve any one of them will win for him- 
self not merely the possibility of wealth be- 
yond the dreams of avarice,” but also the 
priceless heritage of an immortal fame, which 
will cause his name to linger lovingly and for- 
ever on the tongues of men.

They declare that no 
such stable chemical combination is possible, 
and that the substance actually used has been 
employed in suitable cases for years by regu- 
lar physiciaus who well know its limitations 
and dangers; that the said impostor hopes to 
gain prestige by associating himself with a 
regular physician, thus enabling him longer 
to delude the public; that auch association is 
degrading; that the use of the drugs in 
the manner employed by the aforedaid 
| impostor produces cerebral stimulation and 
other grave nervous troubles, ete. ; and that 
in their opinion the cures claimed to have 
been performed resulted not because of such 
treatment but in spite of it, Having thus

We know not but that the potency of 


problems which await solution by the intel- 
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edy if administered strictly according to 
ethics of their code, though such administra- 
tion had killed off all the patients. So long 
as men and women die strictly according to 
the rule that they must be trested only by 
“doctors who have pussed through the mill 
of which these medicos approve there is no 
public fault to be found. The said doctors 
are at perfect liberty to use and apply the ma- 
terial which this society alleges is called 
ehloride of gold, though the distinguished 


of their number may administer it-ad libitum 
without fear of their disapprobation, always 
provided hé does not associate himself with 
one outside their fold, But if he dares to do 
that he calls dowu upon his own devoted head 
the vengeauce of the whole body. 

It must be admitted that these men are act- 
ing strictly in line witha policy long since 
adopted by the regular profession, and that 
much could then be said im ite favor. But 
times have radically changed since then. Once 
it was generally correct to rate as a quack the 
specialists in any department of the medical 
art. Since then the study has been so vastly 
extended that the most brilliant reputations 
among the regulars have been won by men 
each of whom devoted his attention to the 
study and treatment of some particular forin 
of disease. Then it might .be taken for 
granted that the practitioner who advertised 
did so because he lacked the knowl- 
edge necessary to a general practice, 
and therefore was not worthy to be trusted by 
the sick, Now, advertising has become a sci- 
ence of itself, and the art based upon it is re- 
sorted to by membets of all classes who have 
anything to sell. The regular doctors are 
the only persons who today consider it disrep- 
utable to advertise their wares or their skill, 
and not a few of their number have sought to 
gain by other means the fame denied by the 
ethics of the profession. They band together 
for the turning out of so-called doctors at a 
rate far greater than wanted by the rest of thie 
community, and are 80 anxious to gain fame 
in this connection that they grant diplomas 
each year to hundreds whose ignorance of the 
healmg art as well as of the essentzals of a good 
common education is deplorable, They look 
unmoved on the criminal blunders committed 
by these fellows duly licensed to kill after 
having listened to a few lectures in their col- 
lege. But when some man arises who proves 
his ability to do more real good in the world 
than any twenty or a hundred of them has 
ever hoped to accomplish they forthwith pro- 
ceed to how] him down if he does not Belong 
to their set. If he has not obtained from 
them a diploma certifying that he is all right 
he must be snowed under. The public good 
is not a matter worthy of consideration when 
the old, musty, worn-out ethics of their pro- 
fession are involved. 


AFTER COAL, WHAT? 

The world’s supply of coal is being rapidly 
exhausted. The coal measures of England 
and Wales areso near the point of depletion 
that it is estimated the difficulty of obtaining 
coal will be a serious one before the close of 
the next century. The known stock in the 


United States is so great, exceeding by several 


times the whole of that remaining in Europe, 
that the contingency is much farther removed 
from us than from the people across the At- 


‘lantic. But even here it will be only a ques- 


tion of a few hundred years if the rate of con- 
sump*ion should continue to increase as it has 
done recently. For it should be remembered 
that though coal has accurately been 
defined as ‘“ bottled sunshine and the 
sun still blesses us with his rays, 
the process of coal-making does not ap- 
pear to be now in progressin any part of the 
globe. Weare continuously drawing upon a 
fixed capital for the payment of current ex- 
penses, and the time will come when the hoard 
will have vanished out of our reach as well as 
out of sight. 

Yet it would not be strange if this mischiev- 
ous waste, like some other evils, is found to 
work its own cure just at thetime when it seems 
to be so lawless as to be beyond control. We 
are developing the applications of steam power, 
directly and for the collection of electric 
force, to an extent not dreamed of a few years 
ago, and every now and then some new pro- 
posal is stated, the first result of adopting which 
is an augmentation of the draft upon nature's 
storehouse of fuel. But people are now 
learning to economize, not in consideration 
for the wants of future generations, but be- 
cause itis a matter of dollars and cents to 
themselves. The last few years have brought 
round a great gain in the effectiveness of a 
given weight of fuel, The principle of down 
draft has been employed to produce more 
perfect combustion, flue boilers to absorb 
more heat than formerly, jacketing to pre- 
vent needless escape of heat before it has been 
transformed into power, triple cylinders to 
utilize the expansive force of the steam to the 
uttermost, and otherwise improved machinery 
for reducing the loss by friction to a mini- 
mum. By a combination of these saving 
methods and processes man is fast ap- 
proaching the chemical limit of power 
that can be obtained from a stated 
weight of fuel, and perhaps getting. ready 
to realize the dream of a quarter of a century 
ago. which is now indorsed by Edison as at 
least logical, that the energy of coal will be 
changed directly inte electricity, without the 
wasteful transmutation through steam by 
which over 90 per cent is rendered ineffective. 

The supply of petroleum and natural gas 
forms butasmall percentage of the total 
stock of fuel. It bide fair to be exhausted 
within a few years at the most, and the avail- 
able supply of wood for fuel is steadily dimin- 
ishing with the disappearance of our forests. 
But the real utilization of our waterfalls has 
only just begun. . The vast power of Niagara, 
and the lesser quantities of force obtain- 
able from hundreds of minor streams, 
are being utilized now and will be 
distributed by means of insulated wires, 
perhaps over thousands of square miles, 
to set in motion machines big and little for 
supplying the wants of man. Doubtless a 
growing scarcity of coal will lead to the gath- 
ermg of force from the winds on land and 
from the tidal waves which now spend them- 
selves idly on the shores of islands and con- 
tinents; and presentl) the Ericsson idea of 
forcing the sunlight to manifest itself in the 
shape of horse-power will be reduced to prac- 


GETTING RID OF GRADE CROSSINGS, 
About two years ago the estern Society 
Engineers appointed a 2 composed , 
of loading n. ben of the profession. to make 


streets which they cross and occupy, ate un- 
sightly, and involve enormous expenditure for 
construction and consequential damages. The 
last item ought to be very small, however, pn 

many of the roads which enter Chicago, for 
no more damage would be done to the abut- 
ting property by an elevation of the tracks 
than by leaving them where they are. 

Viaduects are objected to because of their 
expense, the cost of maintenance, and the in- 
creased cost of cartage due to the fact thas 
the limit of a load is the largest weight that 
can be drawn up a viaductincline. As the 
engineers look at the matter from ‘their own 
standpoint only thay do not allow for the fact 
that the railroads after holding out for about 
twenty years have admitted that they can be 

made to build viaducts and are coming for- 
ward and asking for permission to construct 
them. Viaducts can be had at once, while it 
is probable that there will be a long tussle 
with the roads if some other methods. of 
dealing with grade crossings are in- 
sisted on. Fault is found with proposi- 
tions to carry streets under the tracks 
for much the same reasons as have been 
stated regarding viaducts. Hence the con- 
clusion of the majority of the committee is 
that the roads should be operated in open cut- 
tings and the streets carried across them at 
about existing grades. It is stated that the 
objection that these euts would fill with water, 
which it would be difficult to drain off, is by 
no means an insuperable one, as what water 
did get into them could be drained into cis- 
terns and pumped into sewers. Itis ciaimed 
also that the question of interference with 
water and gas pipes and sewers can be 
handled with ease. It is claimed that this 
method of getting md of grade crossings is 
cheaper than any of the others en ha ve been 
suggested. 

In a few days the committee appointed by 
the Mayor to investigate the question of ele- 
vat ing the trucks will make its preliminary re- 
port. It will, it is understbod, go into the subject 
somewhat in detail and give figures showing 
what the cost of elevation will be for one par- 
ticular road. Consequently the city authori- 
ties will have at their disposal in a short time 
a mass of detailed material—facts and figures 
—bearing on this question which will enable 
them to act intelligently. They have the 
power to compel the roads to do away with 
the nuisance of grade crossings, but they are 
bound to require them todo it in that man- 
ner which, while as effective as any other, is 
the cheapest for the railways. If elevated 
tracks are best suited for one road and via- 
ducts for auother the Council should deal with 
each separately and not seek to force a cast- 
iron system on all. When a careful study has 
been made of the data collected and collect- 
ing, then the city authorities will be able to 
argue with the railroad people and anawer the 
objections they will be sure to raise to about 
everything which i ‘is 8 proposed. ,

Striking Instances of the Criminal Waste 


of Money in Exploiting the Big Ditch-

. and commercial standpoints. Ye 
is country, heretofore so neglected and un- 
observed by the European as well as the Amer- 
ican world, 1s undoubtedly destined to become 
a most important factor in the growing com- 
merce of the United States. 

The general impression even among ‘trayel- 
ers is that the Republic,of Colembia is des- 
perately unhealthy, owimg perhaps to the 
proximity of the Isthmus of Panama: This 


international fame by the fact that the At- 
lantic end of the Panama Canal is there sit- 
uated, : 

A trir through this town was interesting 
merely upon this account, as a traveler of a 
day ean gee the wreck caused by the misman- 
agement and financial jobbery of two nations, 
primarily by the French pioneers, and second- 
ly by the American contractors. Near the ea- 
trance of the new canal are situated magni- 
ficent houses which were especially built for 
M. De Lesseps and his French magnates, cost- 
ing the French people all the way from 160,- 
000 francs toa half a million franes apiece. 
Each residence has driving parks and tropical 
gardens surrounding it. In the largest is sit- 
uated the magnificent bronze statue of Chris- 


. topher Colon, presented to the Panama Ca- 


nalcompany and the United States of Co- 
lombia by the ex-Empress Eugénie of France. 
The present condition of these magnificent 
but totally preposterous and extravagant resi- 
dences is that of dilapidation and ruin, which, 
it may be said without the slightest exaggera- 
tion, is the condition of all things connected 
directly or indir Hy with the Panama canal 
and its construction. 
There is one instance of waste which pre- 
sents itself above og others, At the west 
end of the town Lan be seen a huge pile of 
granolithic blocks of about eighteen inches 
cube, piled from the water edge and extend- 
ing some thirty or forty feet seaward in about 
the same h of water. These blocks were 
intended fof the construction of abutments at 
the Atlantic entrance of the canal, and were 
made in France and shipped to Colon at an 
expense of 40 francs a block. They were 
dumped by the scows in the posi- 
tion they now occupy, and have re- 
mained there, never being utilized 
by the company for the purpose intended or 
in any other way. In round figures, there are 
70,000 of these blocks, representing a capital 
of n early $700,000 of wasted money, and this 
is on ly one instance among many. In transit 
across the Inter-Oceanic railroad, between 
Colon and Panama (a distance of abouth forty- 
seven miles) nearly $150,000,000 worth of ma- 
chinery, houses and establishments of all de- 
scriptions, put up by the Panama Canal com- 
pany, can be seen in various styles of 
dilapidation, and in many instances where the 
canal has been dredged to the water level, it 
can be seen filled up 4 4 

As an instance of jobbery and collusion be- 
tween the American contractor and the French 
engineer, one might quote an instance where 
the contractor had a certain dredging contract, 
the soil between lines to be dredged to a cer- 
tain depth. The Chagres River ran in a bight 
or are, crossing and recrossing the lines of 
survey in which the dredging was to be effected. 
The contractor completed his work to the east- 
ern limits of the river, where it cr , and 
making a detour frum his survey, contrived to 
bring his western line on to the east end of 
the river ard pickmg up this line 
again half a mile down the river con- 
tinued his work, thus giving half a mile of 
work which was done by nature. When his 
contract was complete he had half a mile of 
dredging on the east side, half a mile of 
actual dredging on the west side, ana half a 
mile of the Chagres River in the center, The 
French examining engineer measured up the 
work and allowed the contractor $1.25 r 
yard for the whole contract, and undoubtedly 
received a handsome dot for his infidelity, 
ignorance, or whatever it may be called. The 
contractor in the meantime undoubtedly owes 
nature and the Chagres River abont $2,000,000 
in gold fur the work that they did for him in 
lieu of his dredges. Fraud, complicity, 
scheming, conspiracy, and incompetency are 
depicted at every turn. 

There is no doubt the canal could have been 
completed and vessels passing through it to- 
day for one-half the amount expended upon

and the tropical situation, with the unusual 
amount of exaggeration, ‘have had the effect of 
keeping enterprise and the republic at arm’s 
length. It is true that owing to the. dense 
trépical growth of vegetation bordering the 
Pacific coast and extending twenty miles or 
so inland, malarial fevers are prevalent, but 
beyond that boundary of forest, through 
which the first ferro-carri] (iron railroad) now 
extends, due ta American enterprise ud 
ability, one of the fairest of valleys, of more 
than extraordinary fertility, spreads its pro- 
ductive amphitheater for 600 miles long by 
forty miles wide. This valley is paralleled by 
the Central and Western Cordiilleras, and the 
whole is sentineled by Mount Trolima (the 
8 of perpetual snow), which has an alti- 
ude of 18,270 feet, being the loftiest point in 
the Andes. 

Here, without any exaggeration, may be 
found a climate equal to that of the Madeiras. 
No fever, no apprehension of such; none, of 
the ills that one hears of and which make it 
so difficult for us to disassociate this land, de 
scribed by Humboldt as thé Italy of the two 
Americas, from the unhealthy Panama 
coast Cauca Valley is the opportunity 
for the small capitalist. It is the Eden of 
South America, frotu which a fortune can be 
reaped in a very few years by the exercise of 
industry and the expenditure of a small 
amount of capital. : 

From what he knew and had heard the cor- 
respondent became interested in the country 

determined to visit the capital of the 
Republic of Colombia overland, which is a 
city called Bogota, situated 800 miles inland 
from the Pacific coast, having a population of 
200,000 and accessible only by mule and river. 
The morning after his arrival, in company 
with a Spanish Indian, he set off from Buena- 
venture to Cali, a distance of 100 miles. The 
first twenty-five miles were accomplished over 
the Cauea railroad, which cuts through the 
worst portion of the whole country. The 
growth is densely trepical and very closely 
knitted. The present terminus is hard to 
name, as the country in which it terminates is 
simply called the front, and from that point 
to Bogota, with one little exception, is most 
easentially a mule-back journey. 

A few words respecting the contract for the 
buildmg of this Cauea Valley railroad. The 
contract was signed in Boston Aug. 26 last. 
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It includes the privilege of building exten- 
sions to the Gulf of Darien on the north and 
to the frontier of Ecuador on the south, and 
from the Cauca River to the Magdalena 
River. The United States of Colombia guar- 
antees a subsidy of 5 per cent in gold for 
eighteen years on $63,000 gold per mile, with 
exclusive privileges for seventy years in a 
zone extending for twenty-four miles on each 
side of the railroad track, with the preference 
to take all the public lands and all the gold, 
silver, coal, and other mines inside this zone. 
The contract also includes exemptions from 
duties and all other taxes. 

_ Twodays’ journey rough a very hilly 
country brought the party to the foothills of 
the Western Cordilleras of the Andes, and, 
after ascending the range and attaining an al- 
tituae of 5,400 feet, the City of Cali, lying in 
the Cauca Valley, was almost beneath them. 
Here and there on the plaza a few men in 
picturesque costumes idly sinoked their cig- 
arettes, and on the further side of the plaza, 
underneath a veranda, some men and women 
were spinning a hempen rope by the most 
primitive of machinery, 

Un leaving Cali en route to Bogota, the 
next point was Cartago, a town of 12,000 popu- 
lation, about 150 miles distant from Cali. 
This trip was made by steamer down the 
Cauca River. This enabled one to observe 
the character of the valley from many stand- 
points. Sugar, cocoa, coffee, tobacco 
could be seen growipg in profusion, some of 
the coffee plantations vi as many as 
590,000 coffee trees and many cocda planta- 
tions 50,000 trees. Coffee-growing is the most 
lucrative occupation, and an American named 
Eder, who went to the Cauca Valley less than 
seven years ago with very little capital, has 
now an annual income of considerably over 
3 all made from growing coffee. 
„belt“ in which this coffee is grown lies at 
an altitude of from 1,500to 5,000 feet. The 
coffee bushes are set nine feet apart. The 
first. Ar nothing, the next year 
a half crop. the fourth year are at per- 
fection, and will then continue to produce 
from two and a half to four pounds a tree for 
100 years. It is next to impossible to kill one 
of these trees when once arrived at ma-

In order to build this railroad, Mr. a 
who is undoubtedly the prime mover in 
cause, has interested capital to the extent of 
no less than $10,000,000. This has all been 
subscribed in New York, London, Chicago, 
and San Francisco, but prinvipaily in New 
York, and a cash deposit of $80,000 in gold 
has, by order of the Col mbian 
been paid its agents in New York, as a 
for the faithful carrying out of Mr, Cherry’s 
contract, Among the parties in New York to 
this' colossal enterprise and contract are 
Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co,, bankers; J. H. 
Schroeder; Elisha Dyer; C. F. Schramme, of 
Ladenburg, Thalmann 4 Co, ; W. — grit 
of the Richardson & Boynton Company; 
Messrs, Untermeyer, Cramer, Oppinger, Rus- 
sell & Co., W. Patterson, and others of high 
political and financial influence. 

The contract is in the form of concessions, 
with certain reservatory clauses. Divested of 
its legal technicalities it consists of. special 
privileges for the construction and operation 
ofaline from Buenaventure on the Pacific 
Ocean east ninety miles to Cali, then north 
through the Cauca Valley to the Gulf ot 
Darien, opening on the Atlantig. Concessions 
are made for the opening of a lime of road 
from Cali over the Cordilleras, cown to the 
Magdalena River, and on into Ecuador, The 
entire road will be 1,800 miles long, and will 
compel the Pan-American railroad company 
to croasor travel over its lines in order to 
gain access to South America. 

The firat section of the road from Buena- 
venture to Cordova in the Cauca been 
completed for nearly twenty-five miles. 
Twelve miles of this was conveyed as a gift to 
Mr. Cherry and his associates and thirteen 
miles have been completed since the signi 
of the contract, The remainder of the ro 
is to be built as fast as possible, 10,000 hec- 
tares of land being granted by the govern- 
ment for every month of time saved under 
four yeara in the completion of the lines. 

A guarantee of interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent on $13,383 American gold coin a mile of 
completed line is made and interest r- 
anteed of 5 per cent on $63,333 gold a wail e of 
the new road to be built for eighteen years. 
This interest is guaranteed by the pledging of 
half the receipts from custom duties levied 
on Pacific coast ports and by the issac of 
bonds in advance of the aeeded money, which 
will be negotiable as currency and received 


from Colombian merchants Sy the govern- 
ment for the payment of customs duties. The 
land grants are enormous, forming an ex- 
clusive zone twenty-four miles broad on each 
side of the line. any other advantageous 
terms are specified in the contracts. At pres 
ent about en are employed and a num- 
ber of engineers on the work of construction.

the city. One needn’t go far to find the 
reasons. In alarge building well supplied 
with private boxes and comfortable seats two 
or three ladies may go and sit at ease for sev- 
eral hours, seeing a number of their acquaint 
ances in other boxes,.and having a number of 
gentlemen drop in at intervals just short 
enough to enable each to chat pleasantly and 
then get out and make room for others before 
conversation begms to flag. There is 
no such chance in a big odt-door space;

A Boom Among Shipbuilders, 

Within a few days there have come over 
from England some cablegrams in which 
British shipbuilders have expressed them- 
selves very gloomily concerning the transfer 
of some famous ocean steamships from the 
British flag to American register, the princi- 

al consequence on this side of the water 

ing that American builders on the Delaware 
and elsewhere are greatly delighted. No matter 
what Congress may have done and said in 
other yards, the American shipbuilder has 
long been of the opinion that he could take 
care of himself in competition with the ship- 
yards of the world if only he ¢ould get 
enough work to do, and the whole lot of them 
are regarding a transfer of two great ocean 
racers to the American flag as 
u promise that business will be brisk 
during the coming years. The building of the 
government’s new cruisers has been of im- 
mense service in encouraging this particular 
branch of American industry. Yards have 
been enlarged and plants increased at a 
rate which never would have been possible ex- 
cept for the building’of our new navy, and it

Why Banks Meet with Disaster.

national banks combining to insure depos- 
itors. Figures have been presented again and 
again by practical bankers showing how 
amall would be the percentage of risk which 
any single bank would have to take as its 
share in the protection of the whole number, 

showing also, as a matter of course, how 
209 public confidence would be increased 

the knowledge that ali the national banks 
of the country stood behind any one, Prob- 
ably if such an arrangement were made 
and sustained by force of law, there would be 
more attention paid to the affairs of shaky 
banks by the examiners. In almost all recent 
bank troubles in this city it has appeared that 
all risk might have been avoided had the ex- 
aminers done their full duty and been as 
severe asthe law allows. But a bank ex- 
aminer is only human after all and when he 
finds an institution in a bad way he thinks 
more of the depositors’ possibility of loss than 
of the stupidity or crime of the directors and 
other officials. Se he attempts to patch 
things up or let the institution itself do the 
patching and it is quite easy in such circum- 
stances: for the parties most m interest in 
avoiding trouble to draw a great deal of

ew York in a quieter way has for several 
years been working very effectively in the 
same direction. In the old buildings of the 
Union Theological Seminary there has been 
for some time in active and successful opera- 
tion a privately endowed educational institu- 
tion with the self-explanatory name of The 
New York College for the Training of Teach- 
ers, and it has been graduating each year a 
number of rome people, principally 
women, who ve been in active demand 
in public schools in almost all por- 
tions .of the United States—except Boston. 
The curriculum of this school is not exclusive- 
ly artistic; it includes every branch usually 
taught in the public schools of the country, 
the purpose being to train the students in the 


art of giving elementary instruction, but the 


special and significant feature of the college 
course has been the training of these young 
people in the use of their hands and eyes. It 
was very hard upon the pupils at first. They 
would explain that they had no idea of art, 
and couldn’t draw a straight line to save their 
lives, much less a curved one.

New York 
shouldn't have all the credit of this, however, 
for the beginning of the work is reaily due to 
an amateur who had previously tried his hana 
at a dozen other things, generally with a large 
measure of success. I allude to Mr. Charies 
Godfrey Leland, the creator of “ Hans Breit- 
mann and author of some odd and entertain- 
ing books about gypsies and a number of other 
works, ali of which have been largely read. 
Mr. Leland started in Philadelphia 
a few years ago an experimen- 
tal school in artisanship—he wouldn't 
call it art and gathered about him twenty or 
thirty young men and women who came to 
see 1 992 — was anything in it and remained 
when they found there was really a great deal.

finger-tip to a beli-wire or water-pipe, In- 
deed, 80 readily do sparks stream from elec- 
trical machinery that such machinery has to 
be excluded from mines and other places 
where a spark might cause an ex- 
plosion. To bring the electric spark 
to. magnitude and continuity has been a 
task which these many years has occupied an 
army of inventors. 

In their ive steps these inventors 
have been greatly indebted to the induction 
coil, especially as improved by Ruhmkorff. 
His apparatus consists, essentially, of a coil of 
ordinary wire encircling a second coil formed 
of extremely fine wire. When a momentary 


current from a battery or a dynamo is sent 


through the first coil it indaces in the second 
a current so highly intensified as to flash forth 
as lightning. In an apparatus of large dimen- 
sions this discharge can be thirty inches in 
length. Developed in form, the induction coil 
has been indispensable in Tesla’s experiments. 
His work has distinctly diverged from the line 
of investigation which has given us light as an 
incident of the intense heat of carbon threads 
and pencils. He has sought to obtain light di- 
rectly from electricity, avoiding costly and 
useless partnership with heat. On this partic- 
ular track Dr. Geissler of Bonn labored 
long ago. In the tubes known by bis name he 
produced a luminous gluw of great beauty, 
sending through highly rarefied gases the pal 
sations from an induction coil. 
Work ot William Crookes, 

With a better air pump and a more power- 
ful coil William Crookes of London, the dis- 
coverer of the chemical element thalliam and 
inventor of the radiometer, took up Geissler’s 
experiments and extended them by a very sig- 
nificant step. He discovered that the elec- 
trodes or current carriers were fully as effect- 
ive when attached to the outside of the tube as 
when brought within it. 

It was at this interesting and suggestive 
stage of development that Tesla began to 
solve the problem of how electricity might 
best be changed into light. He had been en- 
gaged in perfecting a generator of alternating 
currents, a machine of novel and excellent 
pattern. It occurred to him that these cur- 
rents gave him a means of experimenting on 
lines wholly new; for an alternating current 
differs from a continuous one as puffs of air, 
now from north, now from south, differ from 
a constant breeze in either direction. What 
might he not do were he able to change elec- 
tricity from a stream to vibrations approach- 

in period those of light? 

the apparatus he used in his lecture at 
Columbia College last year Tesla departed 
very far from the ordinary alternator with but 
a dozen poles in its.cirele. On the mm of his 
rotating disk he had no less than 384 poles, 
whieh gave 9,600 alternations per second in- 
stead of 300, a customary number. In his 
later work Tesla adopts the current as de- 
livered by the common alternator used in 
electrie ighting. For increasmg the fre- 
quency of its reversals he employs a condenser 
and converter such as he had at Columbia 
College, but now much developed in form. 
This contrivance consists of a transformer, of 
the type familiar to consumers of electric 
light, with a second transformer having in its 
circuit a magnetic spark interrupter 
from which are obtained discharges in all 
respects similar to those of the largest 
induction coil—dischar, 


Proceeded to Win Victories. 

Thus armed with powers wholly new in 
electrical experiment, Tesla pr to win 
new victories. Vhereas Crookes found it 
enough that his electrodes merely touched the 
outside of the tube which he was to set aglow, 
Tesla produced the same luminosity by en- 
tirely detaching his el es from the tube 
— retiring them to a distance of several 

eet. 

In the intervening space, with no wires or 
connections of any kind, he places glass tubes 
or globes which shine as if auroral beams 
from the northern sky were entrapped in 
them. Thelight here is due, so to speak, to 
molecular 
imprisoned gas striking one another with a 
velacity so tremendous as to glow visibly. We 
have a familiar illustration of the same kind 
of fact when a nail is violently and repeatedly 
struck by a hammer on an anvil until it 
reaches giowing heat. But resuming the path 
of his main purpose, the getting light unac- 
companied by heat, Tesla has arrived at results 
more femarkable still. As fast as he was able 
to increase the frequency of electric alterna- 
tions he tried a variety of experiments. Among 
these was the admitting of more and more air 


into the exhausted tubes placed in the excited 


electric fluid. He found to A2 delight 

the luminous effect persi , and this to 
the point when a tube was exhausted in no 
degree whatever. He was now led to the cul- 
mination of his work—the dispensing ‘with 


tubes altogether, the production of light by 


agitations of the light-bearing ether so rapid 
as to provoke vision. In his latest experi- 
ments uds from the walls of a 
room two metallic plates, attaches them to the 
poles of his condenser, and in intervening 
space, without tu globes, or other objects, 
creates a soft and diffused glow. The light is 
fainter, however, than that which shines in a 
tube or globe brought into the electrified

MASSACHUSETTS VILLAGE TRADITION, 


The Story of Josiah Stevens Bean Pot a 
Tale 10 Conjure Children With. 

“Remember Josiah Stevens’ bean pot.” 

That is the phrase the good people of Man- 


| chester conjave quick-tempered children with, 


ane its efficacy ds rebuke and warning is 


proof that the story behind it is no common 


one. Ina way it stands tor all the criminality 
that Manchester in its 200 years of peaveful 
New England lite has known. The one blot 
upon the village scutcheon is the tragedy 
connected with that homely bit of kitchen 
furniture. To this fact is doubtless due its 
moral power, even among the village urchins 
whose respect for ordinary traditions is not 
overwhelm ing. 

The old Stevens homestead is, in the ver- 
nacular of Manchester, a a signtly * place in 
spite of the melancholy air of neglect that 
hangs about it. It stands opposite the old 
town common, a weather-stained, moss-grown 
structure, whose windows appear to watch 
with ineffectual pity its slow decay. 

Just inside the decrepit picket fence which 
surrounds it grows a thick hedge that in the 
early summer out fur the delight of ap- 
preciative passers-by great clusters of quaint 
cinnamon roses, whose hearts seem all a-blush 
with the homely tales of generations of 
country lovers—a hedge which in the winter 
opposes a substantial screen of interlading 
branches to overcurious glances. 

For many years the old house has been left 
to pursue its own course to destruction, un- 
checked and unassisted by human interven- 
tion. The oldest inhabitants of Manchester 
remember when a bent, silver-haired old

How a Party of College Bovs Put Some Life 
into an * issiasippi Villace.

He reread it and then came out and 
read it to the crowd, Then there was a stir 
such as the old town had not seen since the 
war. Inside half an hour half the town knew 
all about it, and Sheriff Anderson with a 
spade, followed by the excited throng, made a 
bee line for the Catfish Tavern. 

It was rather dark in the cellar, but in a few 
minutes he came out with his assistants and 
exposed to the anxious crowd a lot of human 
bones.

Now the po‘nt is that such a focus can never 
be quite so as the surface of the sun itself, 
In this case it Was only about as hot as it 
would be at a distance from the sun equal to 
the moon’s distance from the earth. 

There is no question that the sun’s surface 
is intensely hot; and if so it must shine of 
becessity. 

Panny comes the question. What makes it 


Until the days of electricity nearly all our 
artificial lights came from flames in which 
something was burning; is the sun’s surface, 
then, a yore J flame? 

No, it is too hot to burn. 

_ The very essence of combustion, or burning, 
is that two or more chemical elements are en- 
tering into combination with each other, pro- 
ducing heat in the process. Whena stick of 
wood burns thé oxygen of the air is seizi 
upon and combining with the hydrogen an 
‘carbon that mainly compose the wood; and 
the molecules of car after their hydrogen 
partners have combi with oxygen com- 
r tnemsel ves are attracted 
other oxygen molecules, 
giow and shine for a while until con- 
sumed and, converted by the new 
union into the so-call carbonic 
acid. Now, this combination of oxygen and 
carbon produces a certain fixed temperature, 
which can never be exceeded by a flame m- 
volving those materials, and if the molecules 
of oxygen and hydrogen, or of oxygen and 
earbon come together at ahigher temperature, 
i. e., in some place where it is al y hotter 
than they make it dy their union, they 
refuse to combine. Nay, further, if vapor of 
water, or carbolic acid gas, be exposed to such 
a temperature their composite molecules 
vome to pieces, so to speak—to use the tech- 
nical term the hydrogen and oxygen or the 
carbon and oxygen are “dissociated ’’—to 
combine again as soon as the temperature 
falls sufficiently. 

Now, the sun’s surface isin all probability 
hotter thati the “ dissociation temperature 
of any elements known to be present there, 
and this is what we mean by saying that the 
substances of the sun are too hot to burn. 

But there are other ways than burning by 
which heat may be generated and the tem- 
perature raised beyond any limit known. 

A smith, by hammering a nail, with proper 
precautions, can make it red-hot. In boring 
a hole with a gimlet both wood and gimlet 
are heated. metimes car axles are heated 
by friction till they set the car on fire. In com- 
pressing air for certain machmery it is made 
intensely hot, so that means have to be used 
to prevent it doing damage. 

ow it is believed that the sun is a great 
ball of gases and vapors, kept hot by its 
shrinkage in size. : 

There is no question that the shrinkage of 
such a ball er the force of the mutual at- 

traction of its particles must heat it. It can 
be proved mathematically—it is net a mere 
matter of guesswork or opinion—that if the 
sun is now shrinking at such a rate that its 
diameter diminishes more than about 300 feet 
a year it must be growing continuélly hotter. 
If the shrinkage is less than this it may be 
cooling off slowly. : 

Almost all astronomers agree in supposing 
that at one time, ages ago, the sun was a 
great whirling nebula or cloud, Alling the 
whole space now occupied by the solar system, 
and that the system has come into.its present 
condition by the slow condensation of this 
primeval cloud. The smaller globes—the 
planete—have solidified and ceased to 
shrink to any great extent, and so have 
cooled down more or less com- 
pletely, like the earth But in the 
great central globe the process is not finished, 
and is not likely to be for millions of years to 
come, so that it still glows with a fiery heat 
that no furnace can rival, and blazes with a 
brilliance tore dazzling than any human art 
can produce. 

For myself I do not think it necessary to 
look farther for an explanation of the in- 
tensity of sunlight. 

But there are some who do not feel quite 
satisfied and are disposed to call in the aid of 
electrical action. 

It is true, of course, that a thing can be 
heated, and that to a temperature beyond any 
known limit, by passing through it an elec- 
tric current of sufficient intensity. The car- 
bon filament in an electme (incandescent) 
lamp is not burning,“ but is made hot ana 
luminous by the current flowing through it. 

hose, therefore, who are dissatisfied with 
the mechanical explanation of the solar heat 
as produced by shrink maintain that the 
sun’s light is genera by intense electric 
currents circulating upon its surface. 

It would take too long to show why this is 
hardly likely and the discussion would not be 
suited to these columns; but there isno way 
known in which electric currents of sufficient 
power could be made toact over the whole 
surface of a sphere at once, nor any reason to 
suppose that it can be done. Still, it is quite 
possible, and even likely, that the exceptional 
brilliance of sinall portions of the surface 
here and there may be caused in part by some 
action of the sort, adding intensity to the light 
due to the general heat of the luminous shell.

The New Nesting Pi«ce, 

Twenty ycars ago the Hawley Building. 
which stands—at least in fragmentary condi- 
tion—at the southwest corner of Dearborn and 
Madison streets, was one of the finest offic 
buildings in the city. It now has a value onl) 


as oidiron and building material. It wa: f 


built in 1872 by E. S. Hawley. It had the ok 
bank entrance and was finished in black wal 
nut. The exterior features consisted o 
the heavy copings and ornamentation 
which were sought after as much at that tim. 
as they are carefully avoided in modern office 
buildings. The Hartford office building. 
which is to replace the Hawley block, will be 
fourteen stories high, covering 92+¢x50 feet. 
It will be of the standard Chicago steel con 
struction, faced with brick and terra cotta. 
The first floor front will be of shop construc- 
tion, containimg as much plate-glass as pos 
sible. In the front of the first floor storie: 
stone will be used. Six tiers of bays wil 
extend up from the fifth to the eleventh story. 
A cornice will encircle the building at th. 
twelfth story, and another heavy cornice will 
surmount the structure. 

Nor is the Hawley building the only old- 
time structure to go. Work of tearing down 
the buildi on the sites of two. projected 
structures in the retail business district has 
begun. The Giles building at the southeast 
corner of State and ashington streets 
will be replaced by the Col- 
umbus Memorial Buildi The buildings 
on the opposite side of Washington street at 
the northwest corner of Wabash avenue are to 
give way to one structure to be built by 

arshall Field. The Columbus Building will 
be fourteen stories in height, and will cover a 
lot 90x100 feet. It is to be of steel construc- 
tion, faced with terra cotta, The memorial 
‘features will consist of an arched entrance sur- 
mounted by a colossal statue of the discov- 
erer, an elaborate series of mosaics, a cornice 
decorated with Spanish coats-of-arms, and a 
corner tower 240 feet high surmounted by 
a large ‘gigss globe lighted by 
electricity. On the ground floor will be two 
large stores. The remainder of the buildi 
will be divided into offices, The Field Buiid- 
ing oi be 110x150 feet, nine stories high, It 
will be of steel construction, with facing of 
brick and terra cotta. The power plant for 
this building will be located in a buildmg in 
the rear fronting on Wabash avenue. A Sub- 
way under Holden place will join the old and 
new retail bu ildmas owned by Marshall Field.
